| 4 Hu Majeſties Proclamation forbidding all His loving Subjetts of the Counties of Kent, 
Surry,Suſfex, and Hamp-ſhure, to raiſe any Forces without Fits Majeſhes Conſent,or to enter 
into any Aſſociation or Proceſlation for the 4 ſiſtance of the Rebellion agamfe Hu Majelty. 


22-56 HEREAS Wehavebcen informed of certain Propofitions agreed upon by fome ſedirious Perſons of 
y F is Our ſeverall Counties of Kent,Surry Suſſex, and Hampſhire, for an Aﬀoctation betwix: the laid Counts, . 
&  ſOraiſean Army of 3000 Foor, and 300 Horſe, and greatſummes of Moacy for the maintenance thereof, 
/2Y and anavitation tro Our good Subjects of that County, to cnier imoa Proteftation to afhiſt leminthis = 
499 odious and unnaturall Rebellion ; We doe hereby Declare for the faristzftion uf all Our loving Sub. 
> jets of thoſe Counties, and that they may not be ſeduced from their Obedience by the cunning and ſub- 
&Y tity ofthoſe men, That thecatcing into {uch an Aſſociation and Proteſtarion, and raifing of men or con- 
tributing Money upon the ſame, isan A ofhigh Treaſon, and an endeavour torake away Our Lite from 
Vs: And Wedoe therefore ſtrairly Chargcand Commaad all Our loving SubjeRs wharſocverupon thar Allegiance nor toen= 
;crinto any ſuch Aſſociation or Proteſtation, and ſuch,zs by colour of ſuch Authority have aſſembled rogether, that they im- 
mediatly disband and repaireto their houſes, And We doc once more renew Oureffer of a free and gratious Pardon to all 
Our Subje&s of Our ſaid foure ſeverall Countics, excepting thoſe whom We before excepted in Our ſeverall Proclamations 
concerning.thole-Our Counties, againſtall which Weſhall procced according ro the Rules of the Law, as againſt Perſons 


2uilry of high Treaſon, And whom We doe hereby require all Our Officers and Miniſters of laftice, and all Our loving Sub- 
: &s wharioever,to apprehend andcaule ro be kepr in ſafe cuſtody. And Our Exprefic Pleaſure is, and We doe here 


Willagd Command all the ſc verall Tenants of the Perſons excepted in Our Proclamation forthoſc foure Countics of _— 
Surry Suſſex,and Hampſhire, andall other Perſons who are any wayes indebted unto them, and all rhe Tenanmtsto any other 
Perſon ot any of the ſaid Countics, whois now in Actuall and open Rebellion againſt Vs, or whoatrer rhe publiſhing of 
this Our Proclamation ſhall contribute ro the maintenance of the Armies now in R<dellion againſt Vs, under the CanduR of 
Robert Earle of Eſſex, or of any other Perſon or Perſons, - or that ſhalljoyne in any ſuch rrancrous Aﬀlociation or Proteſta- 

cion, Thar they forbeare to pay any Rents or Debts due tothe ſaid ſeverall Perſons, bur derainerhe famein their hands ta- 
wards the maintenance ofthe Peace of the Counties, and the reparation of fuch Men who have ſuffered oy rhe violence of the 
others. Andifany Souldier or Souldiers now under Coinmand againſt Vs in cither of Ourſaid foure Counrics,ſhall within 
{1x daycs after the publiſhing ofthis Our Proclamation, apprehend andbring before Vs, or any Officcrs of Our Army, orany 
ther Our Miniſter of Juſtice, ſorhat the Perſon apprehended be kept in ſafe Cuſtody , the bodics of any of the Perſons 
loexcepred by Vs, or of any of the Commanders or Officers now in Rebellion againſt Vs in any of the ſaid fourc Counties, 
{uch Seuldicr or Souldiers, beſides their Pardons, ſhall receive ſuch liberall Rewards by Penſtons,or otherwiſe,as their ſeveral 
fervices in reſpect of the qualities of the Perſons ſo apprehended ſhall deſerve. Anditany Commander or Officer /exccpt. 
rhe Perſons before excepted) now in Rebellion againſt Vs,in any of the ſaid foure Counties, ſÞall within five dayes after this 
Our Proclunarioa publithed, being convinced in his Conſcience ot his damnable Offeace againſt God and \'s, 1n aſſiſting this 
octous Rebellion, recurne to his Allegianceand repaireto Our Army, and commic no hoſtile A inthe mceane while againft 
Vs, We ſhall not only Pardon him, bur ſo farreimploy him as bis quality and demeanour ſhalldeſerve. And We doe hereby 
require all Our loving SubjeRs of what degree or quality ſocyer,within Our ſaid foure ſeverall Countics,upon their Allegiance, 
and as they tender the cauſe of God, the Proteſtant Religion, being invaded and threarncd ro berooted up by Anebaptiſts, 
Browniſts,and Atheifts,'ot Vs, and Our Poſterity (Our Life being ſought after by this Rebellion, and of themſelves, the Law 
and Liberty of the Subject being in apparent hazard ro be ſubjeRed ro an Arbitrary Lawlefſe power, of a few Schiſmaricall, 
tacious, and ambitious Perſons) to afliſt Vs in Perſon, or with the Loane of Money, Pilate, *and Horſes, tn this Qur great ne- 
ceflity. And having ſaid thus much our of Our tender Regard of Our Subjects of thoſe Our Coumics z It they ſh:1l hencefor- 
ward be guilty of the premiles: And ſhallcither by Loaneor Contriburian aſſiſt the ſais Army ot Reb:ils, aflemble and 
muſter rhemſclves in Armes without Authority derived from Vs under Ou: Hand, or ſhall cncer into any Oath of Aﬀocia- 


£100 for oppoſing Vs and Our Army, and ſo compell Vsto {cad part of Qur Forces thicher ro reduce them tro their Obedience, 
they mult Anſwer the miſerics that muſt follow, ro God, and their Country. 


y. And Our Pleaſure is, That this Our Procla. 
mation be Read ia all the Pariſh Churches and Chappels in the ſaid foure ſevcrall Counties.
